Dumke, California State Col-
lege Chancellor, warned stu-
dents and faculty Thursday in
a visit to Cal State, Dominguez
Hills,

“Legislation would restrict
our academic freedom in a
way that none of us want to
contemplate but if we have
one more riot we will have
legislation,” he said.

“A lot of responsibility rests
on the students and a respon-
sible faculty. We must demon-
strate we can practice respon-
sible academic freedom,” he
stated repeatedly in his series
